BULBS FOR FALL PLANTING 


(Experimenital Farns Note) 

Bulbous plants which bloom early . 
in the spring, and hence should be 
Planted in the fal include Barly 
| Singie, Early, Double and Darwin 
tulips, sqrfills, grape hyacinths, 
dhiionodoxa and Ixolirion monatnum 
tataricum. Handy Nlies and aijiums, 
although vater in blooming may also 
be planted to advantage in the fall.
